The funeral of Frank . Hosford, who
committed suicide vesterdav, will be lield
at 2:50 o'clock tomorrow afternoon from
the chapel of the undertaking establish-
ment of George P. Zurhorst, 301 East
Capltol street. Interment will be in Con-
gréssional cemetery.

As the siory was told in The Star yes-
terday afternoon, Frank 11. Hosford, who
for vears was one of the best-known

newspaper men and correspondents in the
National capital, was overcome .by a sud-

along E street late yesterday afternoon.
For fully a square. westward from 8th
.streét, pedestrians had been startled by
the spectacle of a man walking along the
sidéwalk with his overcoat, coal, vest and
shirt open and pricking his bare flesh with

the aharp point of a knife. In the mid-

dle of the block between 10th and 11th

streets he crossed the pavement and dis-
appeared in the vestibule of the house
hm E street, closing the door behind
im.

-

~ ° Noise in Vestibule.

The house at the E stieet address is
occtupied by Mrs. M. L. Iffts, but the
whoele of the first floor, except the mnar-
row entrance hall and a long flight of
steps, is used for business purposes.
Washington O. Berry, proprietor of the

store, heard a noise as of a scuffling of
feet in the vestibule, and Mrs. Iffts was
attracted by the sounds of some one
bumping agalnst the inmer door. Both
went to investigate. . One glance at the
trate body of a strange man in the
lway, blood pouring from several
deep gashes In the neck, frightened Mrs.
Iffts and she slammed the door and ran
upstairs to give the alarm to other mem-
bers of the household. Mr. Berry and
R. Payne. one of his employes,
were probably the first to realize the
serious nature of the situation, and Mr.
Berry telephoned to the Emergency Hos-
pital for the ambulance. Harry Haight,
proprietor of a restaurant on the opposrite
side of E street, observed the crowd gath-
ering. and notified the police of the first
precinct. «

From the condition of the body as it
was seen by the men first to reach the
scene it was evident that Mr. Hosford,
after closing the outer door to the vesti-
bule, thus screening his intended act from
the view of chance pedestrians along the
street, had removed collar and necktie and
thrown them aside. Then, standing against
the inner door and wielding a thin-blade
kitchen knife, of the sort frequently used
by caooks to pare potatoes.. with deadly
intent stabbed himself again and again
in the neck.

_ Absence of Calm Effort.

It was obvious that the pain of the
first cut simply excited the despondent
man to frenzy, because there was an en-
tire absence of calm effort to locate a
vital spot, the wounds being almost in
a horizontal row across the neck. By ac-

cident, probably. Mr. Hosford struck a
vital spot, and as blood gushed over his
clothing and the floor he gradunally lost
strength and feil, losing his grasp on the
knife as he went down. Even then his
desperate desire to end his life was no*
overcome, because he tried to raise him-
self by reaching the knob of the outer
door. He suecceded only in opening tne
portal and falling across the sill, and he
was lying with his head hanging over the
stone step when Mr. Berry and Mr.
Payne ran to investigate the cause of
the disturbance, As they sought to raise
his body Mr. Hosford made one final ef-
fort to again gain possession of the Knife,
but by that time his strength was ex-
hausted and he lapsed into unconscious-
ness.

A great crowd assembled almost in a
moment, and for a time there were sto-
ries of murder afloat, and rumors that
another man had been seen to run from
the doorway where the wo nded man
was lying. The ambulance arrived
promptly, and a record run was made to
the hoepital. On the way Dr. J. H. War-
ing attempted to assuage the flow of
blood and to administer stimulants. Mr.
Hosford was placed on the operating ta-
ble as soon as the hospital was reached,
but the surgeons realized that life was
fast ebbing. Death ensued less*than ten
minutes after Mr. Hosford had been car-
rled into the institution.

Becauseof the rumors of foul play
Capt. Boardman, chief of detectives, as-
signed Detective Charles Evans to make

an Investigation, but his inquiry, coupled
with the examination of the body and
the surroundings by Coroner Nevitt, re-
Isulted in the latter issuing a certificate of
death by suicide. Altogether there were
eight deep stab wounds in- Mr. Hosford's
neck and an equal number of minor im-
portance on his breast. Death was due
to the severing of the jugular vein and
important arteries of the neck.

Native of Ohio.

Frank H. Hosford was born in Henrict-
ta, Ohio, in 1883, and therefore was in
the prime of life. When he was sti]] of
a tender age his parents removed to Mich-
igan. and he remained in that state until
he came to this city, about twenty vears

Ago. At one time he was a member of
the Michigan legislature, and for nearly
his whole life was prominent in political
work and in political writings. As a re-
porter he did his first newspaper work on
the Grand Rapids Times, but subsequent-
ly became connected with the Detroit
Free Press, and by that paper he was
gent to this city as its Washington corre-
spondent. Early in Mr. Hosford's career
in the Capital city his political stories
attracted wide attention, both locally and
nationally. He became acqualinted with
William Jennings Bryan while the latter

was a represéntative in Congress. and his
espousal of Mr. Bryan's cause ultimately
led to the severance of Lis connection
with the Detroit Free Press.

Long before Mr, Bryan's personality ap-
peared above the democratic horizon Mr.
Hosford's ability had woen him a wide
recoghition among the members of the
newspaper fraternity. He became a mem-
ber of the Gridiron Club, and in 1897 was
elected vice president of that organiza-
tion. The next year he became president
of the Gridiron Club, and both In that/
position and in the course of his partici-
pation in many other gatherings in the
National Capital won recognition as one
of the brightest after-dinner talkerk and
raconteurs in tthe galaxy of the corre-
spondents in the press gallery. For about
four years he served as tally clerk of the
House of Representatives. After termi-
nating his connection with the Detroit
Free Press in 1806 Mr. Hosford remained
in Washington as correspondent for the
Denver News. Salt I.ake Herald, Ana-
eonda Standard and Chicago Dispatch. At
the time of liis death he was correspond-
ent for the Detroit Times. Saginaw News
and Kalamazoo Gazetie Times,

Affiliated With Setret Socieites.

Mr. Tlosford devoted much of his time to
the study of the work of secret societies
and at the time of his death he was a
special writer for The Star. supplying the
weekly “Among the Fraternities” column.

Deceased was a member of New Jeru-
salem Lodge, No. 9 Mount Horebh Royal

Arch Chapter, No. 7; Washington Com-
mandery, No. 1; Almas Temple. Mystie
Shrine, and also fourteenth degree Scot-
tish Rite Mason. He was a member of

tathbone Superior Lodge, No. 20, Knights
of Pythias, and was past grand command-
er of the District of (Columhbia. He was
also a member of Ascalon Temple, No. 1,
D O K. K.

Mr. Hosford's wife and three children—
Margaret Anna, seventeen yvears of age:
Florence Tielen, cleven vears of age, and
Francis H. Hosford, a clerk in the adju-
tant general’s office of the War Depart-
ment—survive him.

According to the story told by his fam-
ily and ethers who hLad conversed with
him of late, Mr. Hosford was not inclined
to be despondent. although he frequently
spoke of his failing health. He left his
home, 141 Massachusetts avenue north-
east, at the usual time yesterday and he
was last seen by several of his friends at
the Masonic Temple less than half an
hour before he committed suicide. At that
time he seemed in good spirits and there
was no written or spoken Iintimation of
contemplated self-destruction.

Funeral Under Masonic Auspices.

The arrangements for the funeral were
made by New Jerusalem Il.odge, and a
special communication of that order will
be held at the lodge room tomorrow at
1:0 o'clock. At 2:30 o’clock the members
will proceed to Zurhorst's, where the serv-
ices will be held. Edward 8. Clarkson,
master of the lodge, will conduct the Ma-
sonic service, both at the chapel and at
the grave.

Arrangements for participation in the
obsequies are being made todav by J.
(_‘laurle_ Keiper of Washington Command-
ery. Warren J. Coffin of Rathbone Supe-
ri?r‘l,ndzm Knights of Pythias, and by
William W. Jermane of Mt. Horeb Chap-
ter. The pallbearers will be selected from
these organizations.

Action by Gridiron Club.

At a special meeting of the Gridiron
Club held at moen today at the New
Willard appropriate action was taken In
the matter of the death yesterday of Mr.
Hosford. A committee on resolutions.
appointed by President Henry, consisting

of Messrs. §. E. Johnson, A. W. Dunn,
Richard Leé Fearn, W. W. Jermane and
James Rankin Youpg. submitted resolu-

tions which were unanimously adopted

after hrlef eulogies of the deceased had
been made by several members. The reso-
lutions set forth that the Gridiron Club
has lost one of its eoldest, best-known
and most distingulshed members, who
“had qualities of mind and heart which
endeared him to all with whom he came
in contact, and those qualities were dis-
played at their best at the dinners of
the club and in the club's affairs gen-
erally. He was a brilliant newspaper
man and was so recognized throughout
the country by members of that profes-
slon and public men. His death is a
serious loss to this club, and ws desire
to join with Mr. Hosford's other friends
in an expression of profound sorrow at
his death and of sympathy to his widow
and children.”

The exécutive committee was empow-
ered &@ take order for such participation
in the obsequies as might be desired by
the family. The club will send a floral
tribute, according to its custom.

The club will meet at the New Willard
at 1:45 o'clock tomorrow afternoon to at-
tend the funeral.

‘Meeting of Correspondents,

A meeting of the corps of Washington
correspondents was held in the Senate
press gallery this afternoon to take ac-
tion on the death of Mr. Hosford. Maurice
Splain, chairman of the standing commit-
tee of correspondents, called the meeting
to order. A committee was appointed,
consisting of George Miller, Richard Lind-
say and Charles S. Albert, to frame suit-
able resolutions to be transmitted to the
family. .

It was also desired to send a floral of-
fering and appoint pallbearers to repre-
sent the Washington corréspondents at
the funeral.

ROAD AGENTS ESCAPE

NOTORIOUS ROBBERS OF THE
GREAT NORTHERN.

HELENA, Mont.,, March 21.—-In a jail
delivery this morning the Great Northern
train robbers, McDonald and Frank-
hauser, escaped.

Frankhauser and McDonald sawed their
cell doors, the corridor bars and the bars
in 2 window. Immediately upon discovery
of their escape several posses were formed
and are now in pursuit. Men answering
their description were seen in the south-
ern part of the city making for the moun-
tains. -

Story of the Crime.

ST. PAUL, Minn., March 21.—-Train
Robbers McDonald and Hauser, who es-
caped from jail in Helena today, were
the men who held up anpd robbed the
Great Northern Overland train No. 1 a
mile and a malf from Randall, Mont.,
September 12, 1907. They secured $40,000
from the mail car and attempted to blow
open an extra safe in an extra express
car, from which they got nothing. The
Great Northern officials here were greatly
surprised to hear of their escape.

PRESIDENT DENIES APPEAL.

Joseph Paoleucchi to Hang for Mur-
der of Miss Dedge.

President Roosevelt has refused an ap-
peal from Baron des Planches, the Italian
ambassador, for a commutation of sen-
tence for Joseph Paoleucchi, the young
Italian who is under. sentence to be
hanged next Monday for the murder of
Elizabeth V. Dodge. Baron des Planches
wrote the President an appeal in behalf of
the murderer. In reply the President
expressed his regret at not belng able to
grant the request.

Prior to recelving this formal appeal
from the Italian ambassador, the Presi-
dent had formally denied the application
of Paoleucchl. The representations of
the Italian authorities here was that Pao-
leucchi had not received a fair trial.
Based upon an alleged remark by a juror,
the claim was made that Paoleucchi had
not received just consjderation under the
treaties between the two countries.

The President's action in denying an
application for the commutation of the
sentence wasg based upon a thorough in-
vestigation of the case by Attorney Gen-
eral Banaparte.

AT THE WHITE HOUSE

Tentative Agreement With
Leaders in Congress.

FIVE LEGISLATIVE _ACTS

Before Congress Adjourns to Be Put
Through Both Houses.

CONFERENCE THIS MORNING

Some of Those Present Not Confident
That All the Goods Can
Be Delivered.

A tentative agreement hias been reach-
ed bhetween President Roosevelt and re-
publican leaders of the Housa and Senate
that Congress shall net adjourn until
there has heen placed upon the statute
books of the country the following legis-
lation:

Amending the currency laws.

An employer's liability law
stand the test of the courts.

Reasonable anti-injunction laws.

Revision of the Sherman anti-trust law.

Some provision for gathering facts and
making classitications preparatory to re-
vision of the tariff.

Tf President Roosevelt ean not get an
understanding that is definite upon these
points he will make his views known to
Congress in a special message or in other
ways, but the opinion now prevails that
the leaders will do all they can to carry
out this program. They desire to do so
as mch as the Presidént, but the ques-
tion is open whether they command the
power.

Long Conference Today.

There was a long conference at the
White House this morning, Senator Al-
drich representing the Senate and Repre-
sentatives Payne and Dalzell the House.
After they had talked with the President
they would say nothing except that &he}'
discussed with him a legislative program
for the remainder of the session. That
there was at least a tentative agreement,
as stated, is now well understood, and it

remains with these leaders to bring their
party colleagues into line, if they can.

Can They Deliver the GoodsP

Can or will the leaders deliver the
goods? That is the question that was
put to several prominent republicans of
Congress as thoy were goihg away
from the White House today. At least
one of them expressed doubt whether
this program could be put through, and
was almost certain that it could not.
He doubted if there would be anti-in-
junetion laws, revision of the Sherman
anti-trust laws along the lines wanted
by the administration and preliminary
tariff revision arrangements,

He predicted that it would require ter-
rific pressure upon the Senate and House
to carry out any program of that kind.
The House might be forced into line, he
thought, as pressure was more easily ap-
plled there. but he doubted if Senator
Aldrich or any other man, even the Presi-
dent, could whip the Senate into line for
such a definite number of propositions.
The Senate, he declared, was desirous of
enacting legislation demanded by the
counutry, and will attempt to do =o in its
owgy way without influence from any di-
rection.

Tariff Revision Part of It.

The arrangement for a preparatory plan
for tariff revision by the next session
of Congress is one of the stumbling-
blocks of the proposed program. Will
the anti-revision House leaders be in-
duced to yield to such legislation? The
President has recelved information from
various parts of the country that the
demand for tariff revision Is growing
stronger and that if something is not
done to prepare for it the democrats may
reap an advantage that will be dangerous
to the republicans in the election next
falt. The President had important con-
ferences last night and today with
western business men, who have repre-
sented to him the feeling in that section
of the country for revision. One of these
men is J. E. Smith, president of the
Business Men's League of 8t. Louis. The
visitors absolutely declined to say any-
thing about their call, and Secretary
Loeb would say nothing except that a
statement will be made public this after-
noon.

that will

President for Revision.

The definite alignment of President
Roosevelt for tariff revision by the next
session of Congress will attract wide-
spread attention. He has no partleular
method of preparing for this revisica ex-
cept that he thinks =ome provisioa
should bg made for a commission of ex-
perts to gather facts and mak2 classi-
ficatious for the benefit of Congress when
it assembles in extra or regu'ir session
in 1909. Congress will not then be re-
quired to loge further time gathering
data upon which to proceed in ts work.
A number of congressmen are opposed
to this body of tariff exderts being
made up wholly of government e-qaployes,
and desire representation of unofiicial ex-
perts,

About a Message to Congress.

The Star has heretofore stated that the
President has had under consideration for
some time the question of sending teo
Congress another message setting forth
his views as to what ought to be done in
the way of legislation before Congress
adjourns. The message is still under
consideration, and it is believed now
that its coming to light will depend upon
the outcome of conferences between Sen-
ate and House leaders as to legislation.
While these conferences are pending the
President will probably withhold a mes-
sage, but If at their conclusion he is led
to understand that a do-nothing policy

is to be pursued to the end he will get
into action In vigorous fashion.

Mr. Beveridge Is Confident.

Senators Beveridge and Crane represent-
ed two types of senalors at the White
House during the day. The Indiana sen-
ator expressed pleasure at the introduc-
tion of Senator La Follette's tariff com-
mission bill. “I find a number of features
in the bill that are better than those of
my own bill."" he said. ‘““The agitation for
revision of the tariff is stronger through-
out the country than most people think,
and 1 am contidsnt, ag I said some time
ago, that this Congress will not adjourn
without making proviston leading to ac-
tion by the next Congress. I am pretty
sure also that there will be important leg-
islation on other matters before the ses-
slon ends, esrec ally on currency, em-
ployers® llability. anti-injunction and
Sherman anti-trust amendments."”

Senator Crane is not so sanguine that
everything that is wanted by the admin-
istration and its friends will go through,
believing that when the five subjects men-
tioned are taken up there will be discus-
slon lasting so many days and weeks as to
prolong the session far into the summer
and run {t right up to the eve of the pres.
idential campaign.

President Wants Toa Much.
Some of the President's conservative
friends in the Senata are advising him
that 1f he contemplates sending in a mes-
sage he had better prune his recommenda-
tions to such questions as are likely to
receive attention. If he scatters his shot

too much, they say, he is not likely to bag
any game at all. The proposed message
like the first one, some time ago, is said
to cover a wide range of subjects.

Champion Wrestler Talks With

Fresident.
Hackenschmidt, the champion wrestler
of the world, was one of the large num-
ber of visitors put through the-executive
grind during the day. The President
talked with Hackenschmidt some time,
telling him abdut some stories printed

’ while he was governor of New York. The
President, while governor, f{requently
wrestled with good wrestlers, doing this
as exercise. It was not long until stories
began to appear in newspapers that he
had broken ribs in the bodies of some of
those he had thrown and had broken the
shoulder blade of another man. The
President finally stopped the exercise,
preferring to escape the stories. Hacken-
schmlidt was greatly amused with the ex-
periences of the President. The wrestler
was introduced by Representative Staf-
ford of Wisconsin.

Miss Billle Burke, the leading lady for
John Drew, who is playing in Washing-
ton this week., ‘was introduced to the
President by Senator Dick.

Patrick Cudahy of Milwaukee was pre-
sented to the President by Sénator La
Follette.

American in Jail in Hungary.
The President was today asked to make
representations to Hungary for the re-
lease from jail of Frank Polakovic, a nat-
uralized American. A petition signed by
40,000 Slavonians and Bohemians in thec
United States was handed to the Pres-
ident by Representative Sabath of Chi-
Ccago.

Polakovic and several other Slavonians
who are citizens of the United States by
naturalization returned to the old coun-
try late last summer to make a visit
While in the town of Rozshegy. Polakovic
sang the hymn of “The Slovak Poor,”
which was se distasteful to the Hun-
garian authorities that Iin October last
they arrested him, tried him and sen-
tenced him to =even months in prison
and pay a heavy fine. Ile is still in
prison.

Representative S. W. Smith of Michigan
introduced some constituents to the Pres-
ident. among them W. F. Knox. editor of
the Evening News of Sault Ste Marle,
and Mrs. Edwin Wood of Flint and her
four sons and daughters.

HATI NOT YET TRANQUIL

JUDGE MARIUS THINKS INTER-
VENTION NECESSARY.

Gen. Frederique, Now an Exile, De-
clares Quiet Only Temporary.
More Trouble Due.

PORT AU PRINCE Haiti, March 21.—
The city is outward.y tranquil, but the
natives are still greatly excited and the
situation remains tense.

The German cruiser Bremen wlll sail
today to take on board the refugees in
the consulates at Port de Paix and St.
Marc and convey them to Kingston.

Septimus Marius, judge of the supreme
court, who Is a refugee at the French
legation here, says the combined inter-
vention of the powers is absolutely neces-
sary to prevent anarchy.

An Exile’s View.

NEW YORK., March 21.—Gen. Pierre F.
Frederique of Haiti, who is now in exile
here, regards the reported settlement of
affairs in his country with suspicion, and
predicts another reign of terror and
wholesale massacre as soon as thea for-

elgn warships are withdrawn from the
Haitian ports.

“While the refugees in the consulates,
gald the general today, “will be permitted
to leave the country Sufiday, as has been
arranged for by the foreign powers, there
still remain in prison hundreds of political
prisoners, and 1 feel sure that President
Alexis will wreak his vengeance on these,
as he bas done before. The affairs in
Haiti ars not yet settled by any means.,”

HIS INITIAL SERMOM

Rabbi Louis Egelson at Adas
Israel Synagogue.

OUTLINES LEADER’S DUTIES

Work in Congregation, School and
Home Obligatory.

MAN OF RELIGION AND FAITH

Influence of Two Kinds—Active and
Voluntary and That Which
Is Unconscious.

“The Work of the Rabbi in the Com-
munity,”” was the subject of the first
sermon by Rev. Louis Egelson, the new
rabbi of the Adas Israel Congregation, at
the services held. in the synagogue of
that congregation, 6th and 1 streets
northwest, this morning.

It is particularly approptiate to take
as my subject today one that is of deep
interest to all of us—mamely, the work of
the rabbi in the community.” said Dr.
Egelson in hjs opening remarks. ““What
the priest of olden times was in ancient
Israel, so {s the religious leader and
teacher today.

“In early times the priest was the
servant of the Lord, acting as the medl-
ator between the people and God. The
rabbl of today should be, if he is not,
the sérvant of God, bringing Him nearer

to man and bringing man nearer to God.
Our sages in their prefound foresight
have very well said, ‘The leader is to
be in harmony with his generation, and
the generation Is to be in accord with
its leader.

“The first requisite is that the spiritual
head must he according to his peried.
He must not be in conflict with the
standards of his genperation. He must
speak their language, thing their thoughts
and must be able to reason with the peo-
ple of his time along the lines they are
familiar with. If he be a modern man
in a modern community, possessing ideals
to attain, he can educate the people to
his way of thinking. He can work with
them and influence them to take a path
which will lead them nup to his stand-
ards, and which will cause them to
strive for the goal he has In view.

“Thén the people become a generation
following their leader and living in the
spirit with which he inspires them. To
accomplish that it is necessary for him
who is at the helm to be a man of re-
liglon, a man of faith. He must be a
firm bellever himself, and by his exam-
ple must show the way which is to be
followed in order to ascend to the throne
of the Almighty. The Influence which
be exerts mav be said to be of two
sorte—that which is active or voluntary
and that which is unconsclous: that which
he endeavors to impart to others by
teaching, by argument and by persuasion
and that which radiates from him un-
consciously.

‘“As to the first, his words will have no
effect unlessg that which is spoken is felt
by him, unless the words of his mouth
have their source in his heart. Words
coming from the heart will ind the hearts
of the hearers open and ready to receive
them. What ara the most beautiful of
expressions are but empty and vain words
if not supported by sincerity in thought
and in purpose. The demands of the
human heart and soul must be his com-
pass  to gulde him upen the ocean of
thought. And his beneficent influence,
insenslbly felt, will result mainly from

his example, from his actions in every-
day life.

Inconscious Influence.

“If he be good this unconscious influence
will have a wonderful effect for good
upon those who come in contact with
him. Just as the great silent powers of
hature are of more consequence than her
little tumults, so oftimes is this unaffect-

ed, unpremeditated influence of greater
potency than the strongest argument.
And these influences, intentional and unin-
tenttonal, find thelr outlet in the work of
the rabbi. in the three directions in which
his actlvity is consecrated—in the syna-
gogue, in the school and in the home.
The synagogue in Jewish life today
takes the place of the temple of old. Just
as the priest kept the light burning con-
tinually in the temple, so must the rabbi
today keep watch over the light of God's
holy law, guard it as the apple of his eyve
and not permit it to flicker and burn low
even for a moment. From the synagogue
must the law go forth Into the heart of
every Israelite. Here is it to be taught.
Hence it is to be infused into the heart
and soul of the people, an intense love for
God. Hence are the principles of our re-
ligion, its ceremonies, customs and tradi.
tlons to be instilled into this community.
“In the materialistic age in which we
live, when men are interested in deals
rather than in Ideals, it is highjy im-
portant that from the house of God shall
the words come forth with strong em-
phasis that there is something of greater
worth in life than gold; that man was
created for a higher and nobler activity
than the mere accumulation of wealth.
“Men and women are to be taught that
the life on this sphere is not the end;
that it Is only a means to an end; that
it is only a wvestibule leading to an ex-
alted, spiritual life In the light and pres-
ence of the Most High. God is to be
brought nearer to man. Man is to re-
gard Him in the proper light as the God
of mercy and of justice. His religlon,
which is a rellgion of life and which calls
upon us for obedience to His will, is not
to be considered as a severe taskmaster
asking the impossible, but as a loving
friend wwho will censeéle us in our troubles
and who will give us strength in our sor-

TOWS.
In the School and Home.

“Next to the synagogue is to be the
work of the rabbil in the school. There
the youth of the community come to have
their mind and hearts filled with Jewlsh-
ness, to be instructed in the knowledge of
the Lord. There is to be laid the basis
for a new generation of faithful adherents
to our faith. There the children, the
foundation of the future of our faith, in
this country are to be taught our religion,
the glorious history of our people and
our language. In them is to be planted
the seed of religion which will fructify
and grow into a beautiful tree whose buds
and blossoms and leaves wlill act for them
as a shelter under which they can live at
peace with God and with men. They are
to learn the language which has been our
possession for inumerable years, the
language of our holy book and our litera-
ture and the language of our prayer book.

“The tendency has been of late to elim-
inate the Hebrew tongue, éspecially from
the prayers, because many do not under-
stand it. But surely there is another and
better solution of the difficulty, the study
of the language.

“And lastly,” said Rev. Mr. Egelson,
“in the home can the work of the rabbi

have an influence for the good of the
commmunity and for the betterment of
Judatsm. 1f 'he can inspire his people

with a feeling of confidence and trust
in him; if each and every person can
feel that in their leader they have at
the same tlme a sincere friend, then,
truly, is his labor to be a blessing.

“I¢ famlily circles are open to him and
he is accepted with friendship, then by
word and deed he can leave an imprint
of religious feeling and spirit. These are
the dutles of him called upon to act as
leader of a community. These shall be
my duties as rabbl ef this congregation—
in the synagogue, in the school and in the
home. This shall be my goal to be a
loyal and faithful servant of God, and
thus a true leader of this congregation.

“It shall be my aim to teach the word
of God from this pulpit. It shall be my
purpose to implant Judaism in the heart
of the young and to meold and shape
their lives so that they shall grow up to
be good Jews and Jewesses.”
